East Africa. British and Italian Colonial 
troops have been at grips; but there has 
been nothing like a decisive engagement. 
Needless to say, there are all sorts of 
rumours from Abyssinia, which, appa- 
rently, is cut off completely from Italy; 
and the news that the British Government 
has decided once more to “ recognise” 
Haile Selassie, who has been living in 
exile since 1937, suggests that an attempt 
will be made to drive the Italian garrison 
from Ethiopia. In the Mediterranean 
proper there has been little serious fight- 
ing. The Italian Air Force has been 
attacking Malta with dogged persistence 
since Signor Mussolini went to war; but, 
contrary to general expectations, the 
British have not evacuated the island. 
There has been one naval battle in the 
Middle Sea, in which Great Britain 's First 
Battle Squadron was engaged. The 
Italians claim to have damaged H.M.S. 
Hood and the famous Ark Royal, which 
was sunk by wireless many months ago. 
They also claim to have chased the British 
fleet across the Mediterranean; but the 
British Admiralty denies all their state- 
ments, insisting not only that none of its 
ships was injured, but that the Italian 
fleet was chased back to its home bases. 
Doubtless, one of these days there will be 
a big test of strength between the British 
and Italian naval forces. On paper, now 
that the French fleet has been rendered 
hors de combat, the Italians would seem 
to have a numerical advantage in the 
Mediterranean. They certainly have a 
large number of modern submarines which 
constitute a formidable weapon; but so 
far they have not taken the offensive, and 
the British were able to destroy -the. 
French warships at Mers-el-Kebir without 
Italian molestation. Much depends onthe 
outcome of the war in the Mediterranean. 
Every move is being watched anxiously in 


Sofia, as well as in Cairo and Jerusalem 
and throughout the bazaars of the Middle. 
East. The might of the British Navy is a 
legend in those parts of the world, and a 
successful challenge by Italy might have 
incalculable results. 

For the rest, Great Britain has thrown 
herself into a state of siege. Her Prime 
Minister, Mr. Winston Churchill, broad- 
cast an important statement. last evening; 
and, while he was more restrained than he 
has been on former occasions, there could 
be no doubt of his buoyant confidence. 
He told his audience, which included 
millions of listeners in the United States 
of America, that Great Britain had one 
and a half million men under arms—a 
number which is being increased every 
day. He did not attempt to. under- 
estimate the vast forces which at any 
moment might be hurled against. the 
country. He warned the people of Great 
Britain that they must be ready to undergo 
heavy trials; but he declared that there 
would be ne parley with the Germans, 
and that, while the British might show 
mercy, they never would ask for it, Of 
course, it is quite impossible even to guess 


to bring Great Britain to her knees, The 


the methods which Herr Hitler will adopt | 
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‘The French, overwhelmed in Europe, have 
complied with the Japanese demand, so 
that the route through Indo-China is 
closed ; and now the last source of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s supplies is threatened. There 
is some doubt concerning the terms. of 
the Anglo-Japanese agreement. Accord- 


the negotiations are not yet concluded, 
and, in any evént, aim at a ‘‘ general 
settlement,’’ of which the question of the 
transit of arms is merely one aspect. If 
so, the Japanese victory is even more 
decisive. Already the report has created 
a thoroughly bad ‘“‘reaction”’ in the 
United States, where it is said to have 
“done the British cause much harm.”’ 
Why the Americans should venture to 
criticise British conduct is difficult to 
understand, inasmuch as the British, un- 
like their critics, are engaged in a life- 
and-death struggle with Germany, and 
hardly can be expected to embark upon a 
second war in the Far East—which would 
be the inevitable outcome of a serious 
quarrel with the Japanese. America 
criticises them on the ground that they 
have ‘‘surrendered” to Japan, and that, 
in any event, their concession will do no 
good, but merely will postpone the day 
of reckoning. The answer is that Great 


Perhaps, she could defend Hong Kong 
against the might of Japan, but the 
expense would be terrible, and at the best 
she could do no more than hold her own. 
On the other hand, the Americans cer- 
tainly are right in their belief that the 
present demand and concession are only 
the prelude to other, more substantial, 
demands in the very near future. The 
Tokyo newspaper, Nichi Nichi Shimbun, 
is calling for closer relations with Rome 
and Berlin. Its idea is that Japan shall 
take advantage of the European war to 
consolidate her grip upon the Chinese 
ports, and to prosecute the war against 
Chiang Kai-shek with all possible vigour.

A Famous Balloonist 


Aviation has Yiade such rapid progress 
that it seems strange to discover that a 
famous balloonist is still alive and taking 
a keen interest in the development oí 
aeronautical science. 

I made this discovery the other day, 
when Mr. Griffith Brewer was elected 
President of the Royal Aeronautica! 
Society. Mr. Brewer took up ballooning 
in 1891, and when the Royal Aero Club 
was formed he was ted “ Aeronaut's 
Certificate No. 5.” He represented Great 
Britain in the Gordon Bennett Balloon 
Races in 1906, 1907 and 1908, and won the 
International Balloon Competition in th 
latter year. When Wilbur Wright came to 
bus in 1908 Mr. Brewer was his firs:
